rinme time ago I was present at the 


funeral of the wife of one of our mott 
respectable 
and influential Germans. 


Kespect for her 
memory was 
shown 


by the expense 
lavished on the funer- 


al. 
The Germans 
uni rversally 
con- 


sider it the 
greatest 
mark of respect 


they cau offer to attend 
the funeral, 


and the most pressing 
business 
of the 


farm will be suspended 
for the pur- 


pose. 
In this case, as 
we approached 


the house, 
for the distance 
of 
one- 


fourth of a mile carriages 
were hitch- 


ed 
as 
closely 
as they could 
stand 


along the public road-side, flaldswere 
thrown open, and the Interior fences 
used for tlie same purpose. 
The large 


double house, 
porches, 
balconies and 


f 


rounds 
were 
packed 
with 
people, 


t being known that my husband 
was 


to be there in an 
official character, 
a 


way with much 
difficulty was 
made 


for us Into the interior of the house. 
Religious services 
were 
held in Ger- 


man aud English, and 
then the body 


was conveyed to Its last resting 
place 


on 
the 
farm, 
all 
wealthy families 


having private 
burial grounds. 
Ac- 


cording to a beautiful 
custom 
among 


the Germans, 
just before 
proceeding 


to the burial, the corpse was removed 
just outside the threshold, and 
with 


the warm sunshine 
of heaven 
onoe 


more resting on the 
pale 
face, 
the 


last kiss 
was given, the last 
farewell 


taken. 
During the absence 
at 
the 


graves, the rooms 
were cleared 
and 


tables 
set 
everywhere, 
one 
private 


table always appropriated 
to the 
im- 


mediate family, they being treated on 
the occasion 
as 
guest 9. 
The 
other 


tables 
were filled promiscuously 
by 


whoever 
chose 
to take a 
seat. 
As 


soon 
us 
anyone 
had 
eaten 
they 


vacated their seat, which was 
imme- 


diately 
filled by some other person, 


When seen by attendants 
a change 


of plate was made, but sometimes the 
debris ot the first eater was just shoved 
to one side ofthe plate. 


It was estimated that one 
thousaud 


{>eople ate on this occasion. 
The cel- 


ar, extending under 
the 
house, 
was 


arched 
overhead and 
whitewashed, 


and 
in its freshness 
and 
cleanliness 


looked 
the very 
perfection of 
good 


housekeeping. 
Around it were 
sus- 


pended swinging shelves, 
and 
on the 


floor tables set 
forming ai9les; 
these 


were all filled with provisions as close- 
ly as they could be set. 
In another 


part 
were tubs containing hundreds 


of pounds of golden butter prints. 
In 


the kitchen and summer kitchen, 
al- 


ways an adjunct of a wealthy farmer's 
establishment, 
in 
fire-places 
hung 


huge 
copper 
cauldrons, 
such 
as 
are 


used for making apple butter, 
of Un- 


capacity 
of two barrels, 
filled with 


coffee, and as it was used 
they were 


replenished 
by the coffee-makers. 
A 


farmer's 
smokehouse 
always contains 


a great quantity of choice 
meat; 
be- 


sides in this case a bullock had 
been 


slaughtered 
and boiled, the day before. 


During eating there 
was 
a 
constant 


replenishing 
of the provisions. 
The 


attendants 
ou 
these 
occasions 
are 


the wives aud daughters of neighbor- 
ing farmers, 
and 
their services 
are 


gratuitous. 
The 
surplus 
provisions 


in this case 
were 
given to the poor, 


roan wiin weii-uueu oasaets.' 


This 
might be considered 
a more 


than ordinary funeral, but this is the 
style 
of them. 
In the case 
of the 


death ofthe father ofthis family, who 
had been 
a sort 
of patriarch 
among 


his people, I asked 
the managers 
of 


the funeral how much provision they 
had made for it, 
"Well" they saiu, 


"Ifit had uot been for the long spell 
of rain and 
sleet, 
making 
the roads 


very bad, it would have 
been 
a 
big 


funeral, 
so they 
had only 
made 
a 
provision for 700 or 800;" and 
at the 


funeral of a child ofa neighbor, 
whose 


age was about seven 
years, the baker, 


on my inquiry, told me she had made 
seventy loaves 
of bread, 
a batch 
of 
light cake and 150 pies. 
When 
a 
fu- 


neral takes place in the summer, 
and 


tbe house is not of sufficient 
capacity 


to hold the tables, the threshing-floor 
of the barn is used, or some sheltered 
out-of-door place, such as an orchard 
or under the shade oftrees. 
The table 


furniture 
for the 
occasion 
is either 


borrowed 
from 
neighbors 
or 
hired 
from a store. 


There are several superstitions 
con- 
nected with death and funerals 
in the 


country which are a strange blending 
ofthe ludicrous 
with the mournful. 
.One is that ifthe mother of a family 
is dying, the vinegar barrel 
must 
bo 
shaken 
at the time to prevent 
the 


"mother" in it from dying. 
Said 
a 
man once, insober earnest, 
to me, "I 


was so sorry Mr. D. was not in the 
room when his wife died." 
"Where 


was he" inquired I, 
"Oh! in the cel- 


lar a shakin' the 
vinegar 
barrel, but 
ifhe had just told me, IWould have 
done it and let him been in the room 
to see her take her la«t breath." 
We 
willcharitably hope the object of this 
superstition was to divert the husband 
from his grief, and not the fear 
that 


his next winter's pickles 
would 
lack 


acidity. 
Another is 
that 
tbe 
last 


person that goes out of the house at a 
funeral, will be the next one 
to die, 


and 
as 
the audience 
begins 
to thin 
you may see people 
slip very nimbly 
out of a back or kitchen door to avoid 
being 
that "last 
one." 
What 
this 
arose from I do 
not know, 
unless 


they feared 
the practical application 
of "devil take the hindmost."?Phila- 
delphia Pretg.
